file using a second encryption key;

printing using a printer at least a second portion of the partially encrypted document file; 

creating a serialized print number that includes having the printer generate a unique 
serialized print number for the document file in the course of printing the document file and 
returning the serialized print number via the computer network; 

receiving the first encryption key; 

using the printer to decrypt the first portion to create a decrypted document file; and 
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printing said decrypted document file using a guaranteed print methodology that includes 
sending the first computer information about the number of printed pages and output print 
quality of the document file.

Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments, see Appeal Brief, filed 3/2/05, with respect to independent claim 
1 have been fixlly considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claim 1 has been withdrawn. 
Examiner has identified that other independent claims are not in condition for allowance due to 
broader limitations. Therefore, examiner has discussed with attorney to place application in 
condition for allowance by incorporating claims 15 and 16 into claim 12 and incorporating claim 
22 into claim 22 and cancel claims 6-11, 15-19, and 22. Attorney has agreed to examiner's , 
proposed amendment. Therefore, examiner has agreed to make examiner's amendment to 
expedite the prosecution. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 1-4, 12-14, 20, 21, and 23 are allowed. 

1 1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior arts 
of record fail to teach or suggest individually or in combination creating and sending a unique 
serialized print number to a printer and the printer returning said serialized number to receive 
first encryption key and decrypting at the printer said first portion of said partially encrypted file 
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to create a partially decrypted document file in light of other features discloses in independent 
claims 1, 12, and 20.
